Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 





Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

Minister the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil may, by Letters Patent, incorporate 
any area of land and the residents therein 
into a regional district for the purpose of 
carrying out such functions as may be 
granted from time to time under this sec- 
tion or conferred by this Act: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the area 
of land hereinafter described and the resi- 
dents therein shall on, from, and after the 
date hereof be incorporated as a regional 
district under the said Municipal Act and

Name 
1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“ Regional District of Skeena B.” 


Boundaries 


2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water within the following 
boundaries: Commencing at the point of 
intersection of the easterly boundary of 
the watershed of Bulkley River with the 
55th parallel of north latitude, as estab- 
lished by survey upon the ground; thence 
northerly along said boundary to the 
southerly boundary of the watershed of 
Babine River; thence north-westerly along 
said boundary to the left bank of Skeena 
River; thence north across Skeena River 
to the right bank thereof; thence north- 
westerly along the southerly and westerly 
boundaries of that part of Skeena River 
lying above the junction of Babine and 
Skeena Rivers to the easterly boundary of 
the watershed of Kwinageese River, a 
tributary of Nass River; thence south- 
westerly and north-westerly along the 
easterly and westerly boundaries of the 
watershed of Kwinageese River to the

Member Municipalities 

3. The member municipalities of the 
regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: The Corporation 

of the Village of Hazelton, The 
Corporation of the District of Kiti- 
mat, The Corporation of the Vil- 
lage of Stewart, and District of 
Terrace: 
Electoral Areas: Electoral Area 
A, Electoral Area B, and Electoral 
Area C, the boundaries of which 
are described in Appendix A at- 
tached to and forming part of 
these Letters Patent. 


(b) 


Voting Unit 


4. The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 2,000. 


Appointment of Municipal Directors 


5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as herein- 
after provided, the Councils of the mem- 
ber municipalities, other than electoral 
areas, shall appoint their requisite director 
or directors, whose term of office shall 
run until the 31st day of January, 1968, 
or until their respective successors are 
appointed, whichever is the later. 


Interim Electoral Area Directors 


6. Until the first elected Directors to 
represent the electoral areas take office as 
provided herein, the following persons are 
appointed interim Directors to represent 
the electoral areas: Electoral Area A— 
C. M. Lalonde; Electoral Area B— 
L. Dubnick; and Electoral Area C— 
L. Scott, and if the office of any interim 
Director hereby appointed becomes va- 
cant, the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
may appoint some other person for the 
unexpired term. 


First Meeting 
7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 12th day of Octo- 
ber, 1967, at eight o’clock in the after- 
noon in the Council Chambers, Municipal 
Hall, Terrace. 


First Election—Electoral Area 
Directors 


8. The Secretary of the regional dis- 
trict shall be the Returning Officer at the 
first election of elected Directors, and in 
the event that he is unable to act, the 
Regional Board shall appoint some other 
person in his stead. 

9. The Regional Board shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places, or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers, and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

10. Nominations for the first elected 
Directors shall be held at the offices of 
the regional district on the 27th day of 
November, 1967, from ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to twelve o’clock noon. 

11. Polling, if any, at the first elections 
of elected directors shall be held on the 
9th day of December, 1967, from eight 
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o'clock in the forenoon to eight o’clock in 
the afternoon at places determined by the 
Regional Board. ; 

12. The provisions of subsection (2) of 
section 772 of the Municipal Act apply, 
mutatis mutandis, to the first election, 
except as otherwise provided herein. 

13. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of 
the Municipal Act, any owner-elector 
other than a corporation whose name 
appears on the current list of electors for 
the election of school trustees and who is 
the owner of real property within the 
electoral area is qualified to be nomi- 
nated, elected, and to hold office as an 
elected Director. 

14. The term of office of each of the 
first elected Directors shall run from the 
first meeting of the Regional Board fol- 
lowing their election until! noon on the 
first day of February, 1970, or until his 
successor is sworn in, whichever is the 
later. 


Current Borrowing Power 


15. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1968 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district may in the aggregate equal ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000). 


Adoption of By-laws 

16. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
which does not require approval, con- 
sent, or assent under the provisions of 
the Municipal Act or any other Act prior 
to the adoption of the by-law, may be 
adopted at the same meeting of the 
Regional Board at which it passed third 
reading, provided the motion for adop- 
tion receives an affirmative vote of a 
majority of the Directors having among 
them a majority of the votes, and this 
provision is deemed to have applied on 
and from the date of the incorporation of 
the regional district. 


Amalgamation 


17. It is a condition of the issue of 
these Letters Patent that on and from a 
date to be determined by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, the regional district 
shall be merged with the Regional District 
of Skeena A (or such regional district as 
may be incorporated for that portion of 
the Province described in paragraph 17 
of Order in Council No. 1222/67), and 
the following provisions shall apply:— 


(a) Letters Patent of these regional 
districts shall be surrendered and 
Letters Patent issued incorporating 
them as a single regional district: 
The Letters Patent shall provide 
that 


(i) the member municipalities 
of the new regional district shall 
be the member municipalities of 
the former regional districts; 

(ii) the voting unit shall be the 
same as the voting unit of the 
former regional district; 

(Gil) the Directors and alternate 
Directors of the former Regional 
Boards shall be the Directors and 
alternate Directors of the new 
Regional Board; 

(iv) at the first meeting of the 
new Regional Board, which shall 
be held at the call of the Chair- 
man of the former regional district 
of Skeena A, the Board shall ap- 
point a new Chairman, a Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, and such other 
Officers as are deemed to be 
required: 


(b) 
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(v) a function or functions of 
the former regional districts apply 
only to those member municipali- 
ties which were formerly partici- 
pating, unless made applicable to 
other member municipalities by 
supplementary Letters Patent is- 
sued under subsections (2) or (7) 
of section 766 of the Municipal 
Act; 

(vi) the new regional district 
shall assume all of the assets, rights, 
claims, obligations, and liabilities 
of the old regional districts; 

(vii) the by-laws, regulations, 
and resolutions of the former re- 
gional districts remain in force and 
effect with respect to the applica- 
tion to the areas comprising the 
former regional districts until 
amended or repealed by the Re- 
gional Board.

Lot 1969; thence by the shortest line to and 
south-westerly along the easterly boundary of the 
watershed of Nass River to the northerly bound- 
ary of the watershed of Khutzeymateen River 
and of the streams flowing southerly into Khut- 
zeymateen Inlet; thence westerly along said 
boundary produced to the middle line of Steamer 
Passage; thence south-westerly along the middle 
line of Steamer Passage to the entrance thereof; 
thence due west to the point due south of that 
point on the International Boundary aforesaid; 
thence north to the point of commencement, save 
and except thereout any lands, foreshore, or 
land covered by water lying within the corporate 
limits of any city, district, town, or village mu- 
nicipality or any land, foreshore, or land covered 
by water which may be hereafter incorporated 
therein. 

Electoral Area B.—Commencing at the point 
of intersection of the easterly boundary of the 
watershed of Bulkley River with the 55th parallel 
of north latitude, as established by survey upon 
the ground; thence northerly along said bound- 
ary to the southerly boundary of the watershed 
of Babine River; thence westerly along said 
boundary to the mouth of Babine River and con- 
tinuing across Skeena River along the boundary 
of that part of the watershed of Skeena River 


above the mouth of Babine River to the easterly 
boundary of the watershed of Nass River; thence 
southerly along said easterly boundary to the 
point thereon which lies nearest to the north-east 
corner of Lot 1885, Cassiar Land District; thence 
in a straight line to said corner; thence westerly 
along the northerly boundaries of Lots 1885 and 
1881 to the north-west corner of Lot 1881; 
thence southerly along the westerly boundaries 
of Lots 1881, 1968, and 1969 to the south-west 
corner of Lot 1969, all the lots herein above 
mentioned, beginning with Lot 1885, being in 
Cassiar Land District; thence by the shortest line

service may be provided. The annual net 
cost attributable to this function shall be 
apportioned among the member munici- 
palities referred to above on the basis of 
the assessment which may be taxed in the 
immediately preceding year for general 
municipal purposes in the municipality 
and for school purposes in the electoral 
areas, excluding all the property of the 
British Columbia Hydro and Power 
Authority.
